Secretary  Manton'd  last  bulletin  ilissi- 
pates  the  lanjoctiire  that  Lee  had  retrea(- 
eil  iK-yoiil  ilio  South  Anna  to  tlie  »K'lence» 
of  Rit^huiou'l.  He  has  made  a  s-tand  in  a 
strong  position  between  the  North  ami 
South  Aiina — soiue  I'j  miles  no:  lii  uiU'.eh 
mond— where  (irant  thinks  it  may  taki- 
two  or  three  diys  to  develope  his  inten- 
tions. It  must  have  vexed  I-ee's  rebel 
soul  to  tind  that  on  the  -Jlst  Custar's  divi- 
sion of  Sheridan's  eommand,  on  their 
return  ride  Iroai  Riohmond,  had  destroy- 
ed the  railroad  bridijes  over  the  South 
Anna,  just  behind  his  present  position, 
and  perhaps  the  eircumstanoe  had  some- 
thlnj;  to  do  with  stopping  his  retreat. 

If  Lee  h.is  selected  this  as  his  next 
field  o(  battle,  it  must  be  confessed  that 
the  ground  appears  well  chosen.  For, 
in  order  to  light  him.  Grant  must  place 
his  whole  army  where  it  will  be  enclosed 
within  the  steep,  converging  banks  ol  tlie 
North  and  South  Anna.  To  accept  battle 
in  suih  a  position  is  almost  to  break  the 
bridges  behind  him,  and  greatly  increases 
the  perils  of  defeat.  In  case  of  Lee's 
defeat,  he  has,  at  this  point,  choice  of 
two  lines  of  retreat — one  west  by  the 
Virginia  Central  to  (;ordonsviile  and 
Lynchburg,  and  the  other  to  Uichmond. 
Sheiman  is  on  his  way  to  Atlanta,  and 
won't  be  heanl  from  for  several  days.

REBEL    LY1.^«. 

The  rebels  are  devoting  all  their  niar- 
Tellous  genius  in  falsification  to  repair- 
ing the  defeats  which  everywhere  attend 
their  arms  by  systematic  lying.  The  im- 
agination of  these  traitors  seems  to  have 
an  expensive  capacity  like  steam,  and  the 
wider  grows  the  void  of  fact  the  bigger 
grow  the  lies  to  till  the  vacuum. 

General  Lee.  lor  example,  in  a  Gene- 
ral Order  dated  May  14th,  announces  to  Union. 
bi>  armv  *"a  series  of  successes  that  by 
the  favor  of  God  have  been  recently 
achieved  by  our  (their)  arms.''  The  first 
of  these  is  Imboden's  success  over  Sigel 
which  is  thus  wildly  exagerated  : 

A  part  ot  the  enemy's  force  threatening  the 
Valkv  of  Virgmia  has  been  routed  by  (Gene- 
ral linboilen  and  ilriven  back  to  the  I'oto- 
mac,  with  the  loss  of  thexr  train  and  a  num- 
ber of  1  risoncrs. 

Sigel  retreated  only  about  tliirty  miles 
to  Strasburg  and  brought  ofV  his  whole 
train. 
The  next  is  a  wholesale  falsehood  : 
Another  body  of  the  enemy  under  General 
Arerill,  penetrated  to  the  Virginia  and  Ten- 
nesse  llailroaJ.  at  Dublin  Depot.  A  portion 
of  his  fur jes  hi-'  in-'cn  dispersed  by  Uencrals 
Morgan  and  E.  W.  Jones,  who  arc  in  pursuit 
of  the  remamdcr. 

General  Avenll  whipped  the  enemy  in 
every  encounter,  as  also  did  General 
Crooks,  driving  theui  from  the  neighbor- 
hood with  great  loss,  and  destroying  the 
llailroad  for  nearly  50  miles. 

The  next  is  a  gross  exageration  of 
Bank's  reverse  in  Louisiana  a  month  be- 
fore, and  which,  however  locally  disas- 
trous, can  hive  no  efiFect  on  the  cis-Miss- 
issippi  campaign. 

The  next  is  another  huge  invention  of 
the  Northern  copperheads : 

The  expedition  of  General  Steele  into  Wes- 
tern .\rkaasas  tjas  ended  in  a  complete  disas- 
ter. Nortlicrn  journals  of  the  lyth  instant, 
announce  his  surrender,  with  an  army  of 
nine  thousand  men  to  Uen.  Price. 

Steele  fell  back  to  Little  Rock  on  ac- 
count of  Bank's  defeat,  but  he  defeated 
Price  badly  on  the  way,  and  all  he  lost 
was  an  empty  wagon  train  with  its  feeble 
guard  and  two  or  three  pieces  of  artille- 
ry. 

And  here  is  another  whopper : 
The  cavalry  force  sent  by  Gen.  Grant  to  at- 
tack Richmond  has  been  repulsed,  and  retir- 
ed toward  the  Peninsula.  Every  demonstra- 
tion of  the  enemy  south  of  James  Uiver  has, 
up  to  this  time,  been  successfully  repelled. 

Sheridan  never  went  to  attack  Rich- 
mond—and was  never  repulsed.  He 
went  to  destroy  Lee's  communication 
with  Lynchburg  and  Richmond— and  in 
this  he  was  completely  successful,  de- 
stroying also  an  immense  amount  of  reb- 
el supplies. 

But  the  biggest  falsehood  of  the  lot  is 
in  what  he  does'nt  say.  For  he  has  not  a 
word  about  Johnston— of  his  successive 
defeats  by  Sherman,  and  his  inglorious 
retreat  from  his  mountain  fastnesses  to  At- 
lanta. But  he  cannot  cozen  his  own  army 
into  the  belief  that  it  has  been  successful, 
and  he  contents  himself  therefore,  with 
saying  of  this  theatre  of  operations : 

The°heroic  valor  of  this  army,  with  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God,  has  thus  far  check- 
ed the  principal  anny  of  the  enemy,  and  in- 
flicted upon  it  heavy  losses. 

The  Cincinnati  Commercial  publishes 
a  broadside  of  lying  rebel  bulletins.  On 
May  8ch  Lee  announces  to  the  rebel  Sec- 
retary of  War  tha»  "the  enemy  have 
abandoned  their  purpose  and  are  march- 
ing toward  Fredericksburg."  In  all  the 
battles  we  are  "repulsed  with  tremend- 
ous slaughter,"  and  theirs  is  trifling. 

On  Mav  1  Ith  the  Richmond  Examiner 
announces  that  "there  are  evidences  of 
deep  and  wide-spread  demoralization 
among  the  Federal  troops."  On  the  13th, 
trhenlt  was  already  kown  at  Richmond 
that  Johnson  bad  been  forced  to  evacuate 
his  "impregnable"  position  at  Buzzard's 
Roost  and  Dalton,  the  same  paper  Las  the 

coolness  to  say : 

In  front  of  Johnson,  enough  has  been  left 
to  keep  him  on  guard,  but  not  enough  to  risk 
1  combat  without  the  aid  of  tortmcat.ons. 

A  Mobile  telegram,  in  our  news  dis- 
p.Uches,  this  morning,  to  a  Richmond 
paper,  announces  that  "Alexandria  sur- 
rendered to  Taylor  with  8.00O  prisoners, 
20  guns,  oO  boats."  &c. ;  and  that  "Baton 
Rouge  has  been  evacuated  and  is  in  pos- 
session of  the  Confederates." 

It  will  be  interesting  to  know  how  the 
credulous  rebs,  who  have  swallowed  these 
lies  whole,  will  feel  when  they  learn  the 
truth.

The  resolution  pas.<ed  unanimously

It  proved,  however,  to  be  reliable  this 
time,  and  ytsteiday  forenoon  the  draft 
for  the  Second  District  commenced  at 
Captain      Keith's      office     in    this    city. 

TltE  MOUfS     OPERANDI. 

I  ast  Saturday  we  published  an  official 
statement  of  the  Board  of  Enrollment, 
showing  the  deficient  towns  and  the  num- 
ber to  be  drafted  from  each. 

Upon  small  cards  about  one  inch  in 
width  and  two  in  length,  the  names  of  the 
persons  enrolled  are  written — the  ones 
from  each  town  being  in  a  package  by 
themselves. 

Instead  of  a  wheel,  as  is  customary, 
the  Provost  Marshal  has  a  stiuare  box 
with  a  double  lid,  from  which  the  tickuts 
are  diawn.  The  cards  for  a  single  town 
are  placed  in  the  box  by  Capt.  Keith 
one  at  a  time,  and  counted  to  ascertain 
it  the  full  number  enrolled  is  represented. 
A  blindfolded  man,  through^the  hole  in 
the  inner  lid,  draws,  one  at  a  time,  the 
number  re(iuired  from  the  town,  the 
names  being  duly  recorded  and  the  cards 
done  up  in  packages,  and  labeled,  drafted 

men. 

The  remaining  cards  are  then  cotinted 
to  see  that  the  number  left  and  those 
drafted  equal  the  original  number  put 
in  and  the  next  town  is  then  called. 

The  shaking  process  would  be  facilitated 
by  the  use  of  a  wheel  instead  of  a  square 
box  placed  upon  a  table.  During  the 
forenoon,  for  every  six  names  drawn  the 
box  was  turned  up  side  down  bottom 
side  up,  topsy  turvy,  and  shaken  about 
generally  in  order  to  mix  the  cards  and 
in  the  afternoon  this  slow  and  tedious 
process  was   gone   through  with  for  each 

name  drawn. 

In  the  forenoon  G.  M.Seymour  of 
Stillwater  was  blindtiolded  and  drew  the 
ballots.  In  the  afternoon,  Henry  A. 
Stewart,  a  blind  man  who  resides  in  this 
city,  was  blindfohled  in  addition,  and 
drew  forth  the  lucky  names. 

WATCH    TIIK  SKULKERS. 

Gen.  Fry  telegraphed  yesterday  that 
for  every  drafted  man  who  deserts  anoth- 
er man  from  the  same  town  must  be 
rirawn.  This  makes  it  lor  the  interest 
of  every  non-drafted  citizen  to  watch  any 
who  may  be  inclined  to  emigrate  upon 
learning  that  they  have  been  drafted. 
THE  ATTENI>ASCK. 

The  drawing  i«  public  but  not  a  great 
many  availed  themselves  yesterday,  of 
the  opportunity  to  be  present.  Besides 
the  officials  and  reporters  not  more  than 
a  doz-n  were  in  attendance  at  any  one 
time.  Spectators,  howevar,  were  coming 
and  going  all  day. 

THE  NU.MBKK  DRAWS. 

Only  one  county,  Wabashaw,  was 
drawn  yesterday.  There  were  ten  defi- 
cient towns  and  the  aggregate  number  of 
drafted  men  was  140. 

We  shall  continue  the  list  of  drafted 
men  from  day  to  day  until  it  is  completed. 
Goodhue  and  Dakota  counties  are  to  be 
drawn  to-day.

On  the  24th  the  whole  army  moved 
down  to  Mount  Carmel  Church,  within 
four  miles  of  the  North  Anna.  Here  a 
line  of  battle  was  formed,  and  the  march 
resumed,  expecting  that  Lee  would  show 
fight.  During  the  night  slight  resistance 
was  shown,  but  they  soon  found  us  too 
strong  for  them,  and  gave  way,  and 
were  driven  pell  mell  across  and  into  the 
river.  Our  pickets  then  extended  along 
the  line  of  the  river  upon  the  left. 

Warren,  upon  the  right,  was  quite  as 
successfully  repulsing  three  corps,  and 
pursuing  the  enemy  across  and  beyond 
the  river,  where  he  is  strongly  entrench- 
ed.

i      Gen.    Sigel  sent  out  from  Woodstock,

deii,  usider  Col.  Moore,  of  the  ".iHih  Ohio.

The  Winona  Rfpuhlican  argues  that, 
bv  admittlD<r  a  couiomoication  in  oiir 
column*  recently  urging  an  extra  scs- 
aion,  without  any  editorial  in(li<;  t!o:i  that 
we  disapproved  its  suggestions,  the 
Pkess  was  thereby  tacitly  con»niitted  to 
the  policy  oj  an  extra  session,  though  un- 
willing to  own  it  till  we  found  out  how 
it  was  regarded  by  public  sentiment. 

It  would  not  be  difficult,  from  a  profes- 
sional point  of  view,  to  prove  thin  a  noti 
sequitur,  for  no  principle  of  journalism  is 
better  understood  than  that  the  conduc- 
tors of  a  respectable  newspupar  are  not 
to  be  regarded  as  endorsing  the  views  of 
their  correspontlents. 

As  the  Republican,  however,  announ- 
ces that  it  is  conducted  upon  a  different 
principle ,  and  that  it  does  hold  its  man- 
agers editnrial'y  responsible  for  all  the 
opinions  of  its  correspondents,  it  is,  of 
course,  to  be  judged  by  its  own  rnles. 

Now  we  distinctly  recollect  that  last 
fall  when  Mr.  Norton  bolted  the  Repub- 
lican I'nion  Convention  in  Winona  Coun- 
ty, and  formed  a  coalition  with  the  Cop- 
perheads, the  Winona  RfpnbUcdn  ad- 
mitted a  series  of  communications  into 
ita  columns,  defending  the  course  of  Mr. 
Norton  and  denouncing  the  regular 
nominee  of  the  Union  Convention, 
without  a  word  of  editorial  disapproba- 
tion,  till  »ome  time  afterward,  and  then  in 
▼erj-  faint  and  qualified  terms.  By  its 
own  logic,  therefore,  and  by  its  own 
standard  of  editorial  responsibility,  the 
Republican  was  a  party  to  the  Norton 
bolting  movement,  and  to  his  coalition 
with  the  Copperheads  to  break  up  the 
Union  party  in  that  county. 

In  the  latter  case  the  charge  of  com- 
plicity with  Mr.  Norton  ia  fastened  upon 
the  Republican  by  bo  many  other  cor- 
roborating circum^itances,  that  its  own 
confession  can  add  nothing  to  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  public  conviction  on  that 
point. 

As,  however,  we  do  not  accept  the 
rule  of  editorial  responsibility  which 
governs  the  conduct  of  the  Republican, 
that  paper  will  oblige  us  by  looking  to 
our  editorial  columns  for  oar  opinions  on 
public  affairs. 

And  as  the  anxiety  of  the  Republican  to 
ascertain  our  exact  views  in  relation  to 
the  Extra  Session  project  is  undoubtedly 
founded  on  a  correct  estimate  of  their 
importance,  we  know  no  reason  why  we 
should  keep  it  any  longer  in  suspense. 

Our  views,  then,  in  brief  are,  that  if 
the  people  of  the  State  want  an  extra  ses- 
hion,  they  ought  to  have  one.  and  certainly 
not  otherwise. 

We  are  neither  for  it.  nor  against  it, 
per  se.  The  railroads  which  recently  re- 
ceived, or  are  expected  to  receive,  grants 
of  public  lands,  run  through  every  section 
of  the  State.  Now,  if  it  could  be  made 
to  appear  beyond  dispute  that  an  imme- 
diate Legislative  disposition  of  these 
grants  would  promote  the  immediate  con- 
struction of  these  roads,  we  should  re- 
gard an  extra  session  as  desirable.  If 
the  various  railroad  Companies  were 
prepared  to  push  the  roads  forward,  the 
necessary  legislation  being  obtained,  it  is 
reasonable  to  conclude  they  could 
make  this  manifest  to  the  dilTerent 
communities  interested,  and  in  that  case 
public  sentiment  would  demand  an  extra 
session,  and  we  should  concur  in  the  de- 
mand. 

But  to  call  an  extra  session  for  the 
benefit  of  the  St.  Paul  and  Lake  Superi- 
or Railroad  Company  alone,  is  prepos- 
terous, and  we  are  8u.*e  that  that 
Company  never  contemplated  asking  the 
Governor  to  convene  the  Legislature 
upon  any  such  ground.  It  was  only  on 
the  theory  that  the  general  revision  of 
nearly  all  our  Land  Grants  by  Congress 
would  make  prompt  legislation  for  the 
interest  of  the  whole  State  and  of  all  the 
Ri>ilroad8  that  such  a  movement  was 
contemplated,  and  the  friends  of  the 
Lake  Superior  Railroad  Company  at 
least  know  very  well  thit  it  was  only 
upon  condition  that  the  other  Railroad 
Companies  should  jom  in  the  application, 
and  were  prepared  to  furnish  mdispntable 
proofs  that  prompt  Legislation  would  en- 
sure the  immediate  construction  of  their 
several  roads,  that  we  would  consent  to 
advocate  the  call  for  an  extra  session. 
When  these  conditions  are  fulfilled  we 
shall  advocate  an  extra  session  \  not  be- 
fore.

A  week  ago  we  suggested,  as  a  part  of 
the  desperate  policy  of  concentration  up- 
on the  viul  point  of  the  rebel  strategy  in 
Virginia,  that  it  was  not  impossible 

— "that  Johnston  may  be  suddenly  with- 
drawn from  the  unavailing  contest  with 
Sherman's  victorious  legions,  in  order  to  add 
his  force  to  Beauregard's  and  Lee's,  in  the 
e.\pectatiou  that  by  falling  first  upon  Butler, 
and  then  upon  Grant,  our  Virginia  armies 
may  be  whipped  in  detail,  and  that  then  the 
combined  armies  may  turn  Southward  upon 
Sherman  and  perform  the  same  operation  up- 
on him." 

The  Nashville  correspondent  of  the 
Chicago  Journal,  quoted  in  this  morn- 
ings's  dispatches,  intimates  his  belief  that 
the  movement,  here  ^suggested  as  a  possi- 
bility, is  actually  taking  place,  and  that 
Johnston  is  gradually  withdrawing  his  for- 
ces from  Sherman's  front  to  reinforce 
Lee. 

As  Johnston  has  been  constantly  re- 
treating before  Sherman  since  the  battle 
of  Resacca,  and  has  allowed  the  latter  no 
opportunity  to  feel  his  strength,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  he  might  have  sent  away  much 
of  his  force  without  Sherman's  knowledge, 
though  the  probabilities  are  so  much 
against  this  theory  that  it  won't  do  to  bet 

on. 

Assuming,  however,  that  Johnston  is 
gradually  transferring  his  army  to  Virgin- 
ia, it  will  be  interesting  to  speculate  on 
the    probable   results   of  such  a    policy.

perienced  at-t,he  hands  of  an  Administra- 
tion more  intent  on  conciliating  its  ene- 
mies than  strengthening  its  friends,  them- 
selves became  sworn  enemies  of  the  Ad- 
ministration, and  the  feeling  was  carried 
to  such  lengths  of  unreasonable  vindic 
tiveness,  as  to  put  them  at  last  utterly  in 
the  wrong.

When  it  became  uvident  that  the  rep 
re>entatlve9  of  this  great  national  party 
in  the  Baltimore  Convention  were  going 
to  nominate  Abraham  Lincoln  (or  re-elec- 
tion they  at  once  resolved  to  secede  from 
the  Union  party  and  call  a  new  conven- 
tion. 

This  Missouri  faction  formed  a  nucleus 
around  which  gathered  all  the  factious 
malcontents  and  long  haired  impractiea- 
bles  in  every  part  of  the  country ;  and  out 
of  the  heterogeneous  agglomeration  was 
born  the  predestined  fizzle  of  the  Cleve- 
land Convention  which  is  to  meet  on 
Tuasday  next,  an  effort  to  organize  an- 
archy and  rear  a  party  out  of  froth  and 
gas. 

But  time  has  blown  away  much  of  this

Manton  Marble,  the  editor  of  the  New 
York  World,  in  the  first  number  of  that 
paper  afler  it  resumed  publication  upon 
the  withdrawal  of  the  fJoverninent  em- 
bargo, revenges  himself  upon  the  Presi- 
dent in  a  letter  four  columns  long,  ad- 
dressed to  that  functionary*  in  which  he 
explains  to  his  Excellency  at  great 
length  and  with  elaborate  minuteness  the 
internal  mechanical  arrangements  of  the 
World  office  and  denounces  him  in  no 
very  respectful  terms  for  Stanton's  inter- 
ference therewith. 

We  certainly  think  that  the  World  was 
very  ill  used,  and  that  the  proceedings 
of  the  Government  were  quite  as  unwar- 
»ntable  and  unjust  as  the  IForW  describes 
them. 

But  if  the  President  hhall  fulfil  the  evi- 
dent expectations  of  Mr.  Marble  and 
read  his  tedious  letter  through,  he  will, 
we  think,  undergo  a  punishment  sullicient- 
ly  severe,  without  subjecting  him  to  the 
impeachment  with  which  the  World  threat- 
ens him  in  the  bargain.

Hancock  and   Birney,  exposed  to 
a  heavy  (hell    fire,  and  the    former    ex- 
pressed his  admiration  in  the  most  en- 
thusiastic terms.

The  Bulletin  has  the  following  special 
dispatch  from  Washington  of  the  2Gth  : 

The  steamer  State  of  Maine  arrived 
this  morning  with  about  400  of  our  woun- 
ded from  Port  Royal,  where  they  were 
transferred  from  the  Geo.

The  Winona  Republican  ar«aes  that, 
by  admitting  a  communication  in  cur 
$  columns  recently  urging  an  extra  ses- 
sion, without  any  editorial  inilii-:^tioii  that 
we  disapproved  its  suggestions,  the 
Prkss  was  thereby  tacitly  committed  to 
the  policy  of  an  extra  session,  though  un- 
willing to  own  it  till  we  found  out  how 
it  was  regarded  by  public  sentiment. 

It  would  not  be  difficult,  from  a  profes- 
sional point  of  view,  to  prove  this  a  non 
sequitur,  for  no  principle  of  journalism  is 
better  understood  than  that  the  conduc- 
tors of  a  respectable  newspapar  are  not 
to  be  regai'ded  as  endorsing  the  views   of 


their  correspondents. 

As  the  Republican,  bowevir,  announ- 
ces that  it  is  conducted  upon  a  different 
principle,  and  that  it  does  hold  its  man- 
agers editorial  V  responsible  for  all  the 
opinions  of  its  coiTC^pondents,  it  is,  of 
course,  to  be  judged  by  itd  own  rules. 

Now  we  distinctly  recollect  that  last 
fall  when  Mr.  Norton  bolted  the  Repub- 
lican I'nion  Convention  iu  Winona  Coun- 
ty, and  formed  a  coalition  with  the  Cop- 
perheads, the  Winona  Beptiblicini  ad- 
mitted a  series  of  comninni<ations  into 
its  columns,  defending  the  course  of  Mr. 
Norton  and  denouncing  the  regular 
nominee  of  the  Union  Convention, 
without  a  word  of  e<litorial  disapproba- 
tion, till  some  time  afterward,  and  thcij  in 
verv'  faint  and  ({ualified  terms.  By  its 
own  logic,  therefore,  and  by  its  own 
standard  of  editorial  responsibility,  the 
liepublican  was  a  party  to  the  Norton 
bolting  movement,  and  to  his  coalition 
with  the  Copperheads  to  break  up  the 
I'nion  party  in  that  county. 

In  the  latter  case  the  charge  of  com- 
plicity with  Mr.  Norton  is  fastened  upon 
the  Republican  by  so  many  other  cor- 
roborating circumstances,  that  its  own 
confession  can  add  nothing  to  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  public  conviction  on  that 
point. 

As,  however,  we  do  not  accept  the 
rule  of  editorial  responsibility  which 
governs  the  conduct  of  the  Republican, 
that  paper  will  oblige  us  by  looking  to 
our  editorial  columns  for  our  opinions  on 
public  affairs. 

And  as  the  anxiety  of  the  Republican  to 
ascertain  our  exact  views  in  relation  to 
the  Extra  Session  project  is  undoubtedly 
founded  on  a  correct  estimate  of  their 
importance,  we  know  no  reason  why  we 
should  keep  it  any  longer  in  suspense. 

Our  views,  then,  in  brief  are,  that  if 
the  people  of  the  State  want  an  extra  ses- 
bion,  they  ought  to  have  one.  and  certainly 
not  otherwise. 

We   are   neither  for  it,  nor  against  it, 
per  se.     The  railroads  which  recently  re- 
ceived, or  are  expected  to  receive,  grants 
of  public  lands,  run  through  every  section 
of  the   Stat€.     Now,  if  it  could  be  made 
to  appear  beyond   dispute  that  an  imme- 
diate   Legislative    disposition    of   these 
grants  would  promote  the  immediate  con- 
struction of  these  roads,  we   should  re- 
gard  an  extra  session   as    desirable.     If 
the    various    railroad    Companies    were 
prepared  to  push  the  roads    forward,  the 
necessary  legislation  being  obtained,  it  is 
reasonable     to     conclude     they      could 
make     this     manifest    to    the     different 
communities    interested,  and  in  that  case 
public  sentiment  would  demand  an  extra 
session,  and  we  should  concur  in  the  de- 
mand. 

But   to  call    an   extra  session  for  the 
benefit  of  the  St.  Paul   and  Lake  Superi- 
or Railroad  Company  alone,   is   prepos- 
terous,   and    we     are     su.-e     that     that 
Company  never  contemplated  asking  the 
Governor    to    convene    the  Legislature 
upon  any  such  ground.     It  was  only  on 
the   theory  that   the   general  revision  of 
nearly  all  our  Land  Grants  by  Congress 
would    maka    prompt   legislation  for  the 
interest  of  the  whole  State  and  of  all  the 
Riiilroads    that    such    a   movement   was 
contemplated,   and    the    friends    of    the 
I.Ake    Superior    Railroad    Company    at 
least  know  very  well  thit  it  was   only 
upon  condition  that   the  other  Railroad 
Companies  should  join  in  the  application, 
and  were  prepared  to  furnish  indisputable 
proofs  that  prompt  Legislation  would  en- 
iure  the  immediate  construction  of  their 
several  roads,  that  we  would    consent   to 
advocate   the   call   for  an  extra  session. 
When  these   conditions  are  fulfilled  we 
shall  advocate  an   extra  session  j  not  be- 
fore.

THE  MlTt'ATI03r. 

We  havi'  nothintr  later  lliaii  Wednes- 
day Iroiu  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  and 
the  situation  on  that  day  was  briefly  siim- 
iikJ  up  ia  Stanton's  bulletin  of  three 
dayg  ajjo.  But  our  dispatches  this  morn- 
injj  throw  more  light  on  the  f.-hit  ve  po- 
sition oi  the  two  armies  than  anything  we 
have  yet  Lad. 

On  Wednesiliy  morning,  the  rebel  lines 
lonutd  two  sides  of  a  triangle,  its  apex 
bt'ing  opposite  Oxiord,  which,  if  not  the 
same  place  as  Jericho  Bridge,  is  close  by 
it,  and  were  so  disposed  that  their  center 
oovcnd  Hanover  (or  Saxton)  Junction, 
while  tliuir  right  crossed  the  Virginia 
Central,  and  their  kit  the  Fredericksburg 
Ivadroads,  which  at  Hanover  .function 
diverge,  the  former  running  westward  to 
Gordonsville,  the  latter  north  to  Freder- 
icksburg. 

Now  Hancock,  who  on  the  preceding 
day  (  Tuesday)  had  pushed  his  corps 
across  rerich-j  Bridge,  and  driven  the 
enemy  from  the  south  bank  ot  the  North 
Anna,  lonlronted  the  enemy's  txtrtnie 
right,  forming  our  left.  acro?s  the  Vir- 
ginia Central,  on  Bull  Mari^h  creek, about 
a  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  II  lilroad 
brii^ge  acros.<  the  North  Anna. — dcstroy- 
clby  th;;  rebels  on  their  retreat.  Burn- 
side  f.ictd  the  rebel  centie  or  the  apex 
of  tlieir  position,  about  a  mile  south  of 
.Terioh")  Briil^:e,  oppo.-^ite  Hanover  (^or 
Saxtoii)  Junction,  whil.-  Warren,  who 
foruicl  our  right,  hebl  a  position  along 
♦hf  Virginia  Central,  as  far  west  as  No- 
el's Station. 

A  Tiibune  special  dated  11  \.  m., 
Wednoda}  leaves  the  armies  in  the  po- 
suion  above  described.  A  7*1  mea' special 
dated  an  hour  lateral  Headt^uarters  says 
our  a. Ivancehad  pushed  three  miles  South 
of  the  North  Anna  without  a  battle,  and 
tliai  the  advanced  line  of  the  rebels  lay 
alonj  Lon;:  Creek,  one  mile  north  of  the 
S'jutli  Anna,  ■which  would  imply  that  the 
rebels  l;ad  fallen  back  since  11  o'clock. 
or  in  one  hour,  from  a  position  of  great 
strength,  five  miles,  without  a  battle. 
This  storj'  is  either  not  true.  »r  if  true 
the  rebel  retreat  is  tie  result  of  some 
flank  movement  on  his  right  or  left,  and 
as  we  have  had  nothing  from  Stanton 
about  it  we  may  as  well  set  it  down  as  an 
error. 

The  advantages  gained  by  Grant  in  se- 
curing his  present  posiiion  are  verv  great. 
For  he  has  wrested  the  Virginia  Central 
Railrord,  running  to  Gordorsvdle  and 
Lynchburg — one  of  their  m«in  lines  a< 
communication — from  the  possession  of 
the  rebels,  and  but  one  line  of  retreat  is 
now  left  open  to  Lee — due  South  to  Uich- 
mond. 

The      Richmond      papers        virtually 
admit    that    Lee  was    completely     out- 
generaled by  .  Grant  at     Spottsylvania, 
and  that  the  former  did  not  discover   the 
flanking  movement  on  the  right  till  it  had 
been  a  good  while  in    progress.     One  of 
them  intimates  that  Grant  was  for  a  time, 
at  least,    ahead  of  Lee   in   the   race   for 
Richmond,  for  it  says  that  Lee  was    pur- 
suing Grant,  and  not  Grant,  Lee,  which 
we  at  the   North   perceive   to   be  a  fine 
touch  of  editorial  irony  at  Lee's  expense, 
but  which  will  be  received   in  rebeldom

Geo.  A.  Brackett  Esq.,  of  Minneapolif 
returned  home  on  Friday  night,  having 
come  from  Sioux  City  in  four  days,  the 
shortest  time  in  which  that  journey  was 
ever  made  with  a  single  span  of  horses.

force  last  year.  'I'his  is  probably  the 
same  camp  alluded  to  by  Sully's  scouts, 
and  the  number  of  warriors  is  doubtless 
greatly  exaggerated.  Gen.  Sibley  thinks 
they  cannot  exceed  3,500.

A  correspondent  of  the  Chicago  Times, 
writing  from  Springfield,  111.,  says: 

"Gen.  John  Pope,  with  two  thousand 
troops  has  been  ordered  to  leave  for  Wash- 
ington." 

How  much  truth  there  is  in  the  above 
WC  arc  unable  to  say,  but  the  rumors 
thicken  that  the  troops  from  this  Depart- 
ment are  to  be  withdrawn  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  small  number  to  garrison  fron- 
tier posts. 

This  much  we  do    know,  that  the   Min- 
nesota branch  ol  the  projected  expedition 
has  been  delayed  by   orders  from   below. 
Gen.  Si'jley  expected  to  visit  Fort  Ridg- 
ley  last  week  and  arrange  matters  for  the 
stilt,  but  he    is    now    directed    to  await 
further  orders.     Col.    McLaren,   of  the 
Second    Cavalry,    who  was     ordered  to 
join  his  regiment  at  the    rendezvous   last 
week  is  retained  to  await  developments. 
According   to  the   original   plan,    the 
force    under  Col.    Thomas  was    to  leave 
Fort  Ridglev  by  next  Wednesday  at  the 
farthest,  and  to  form  a  juuction  with  Sul- 
ly and  render  tflectivc  service  it  is  of  the 
u'mcst  importance  that    there  should   be 
no  delay.     The  fact  that   this  delay   has 
arisen     may    be    from    an      intention    to 
abandon  the   txpedilion,    or  this    brauch 
of  it,  entirely. 

Col.  Crooks  a  short  time  since  ten- 
dered his  resignation  .is  (;oIonel  of  the 
Sixth  Regiment,  on  the  ground  that  his 
command  was  to  be  reUined  in  the  State, 
■while  he  desired  more  active  service. 
He  has  now  asked  leave  to  withdraw  his 
resignation,  and  we  learned  yesterday  that 
his  regiment  has  been  ordered  to  Helena, 
Arkansas. 

Maj  Gen.  Dana,  who  was  sent  west  a 
short  time  since  to  hurry  forward  to  ac- 
tive service  any  troops  that  might  \je 
acatteretl  through  the  country,  was  ex- 
pected last  night  but  he  was  not  on  board 
the  boat  which  arrived  at  two  o'clock  this 
morning.  He  will  probably  be  here  in  a 
day  or  two  and  it  is  sUted  that  the  re- 
sult of  his  visit  will  be  the  departure  of 
at  least  two  thousand  troops  from  this 
State,  for  service  either  East  or  South.

Correspondence  New  \  ork  TrlMine. 

City  Point,  Va.,  May  20,  18G4.— 
Kautz's  division  of  cavalry  had  twenty 
hours  of  retreat  at  City  Point  from  its  six 
days  of  hard  labor  on  its  raid  upon  the 
Petersburg  and  Weldon  Railroad,  when 
an  order  came  to  "boot  and  saddle"  for  a 
foray  in  another  direction.  The  command 
proceeded  at  once  by  boats,  and  crossing 
to  Bermuda  Hundreds  bivouacked  on 
Wednesday  night.  May  11,  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th  struck  out  for  the 
Danville  Railroad.  Passing  Geii.  But- 
ler's advance  lines  at  Chester  Station,  on 

Railroad 


interval  during    which   artillery    was  not 
engaged  on  either  side. 

Hancock,  long  before  nighf,  bad  thrown 
his  entire  corps  acioss  the  river  on  the 
left,  near  the  railroad,  and  our  position 
was  taken  a  mile  and  a  half  in  advance  of 
the  river  ahmg  Bull  Marsh  Creek. 

The  yth  army  corps  commenced  to 
cross  late  in  the  day,  and  all  were  over 
last  ni'ght. 

Preparations  were  made  for  an  assault 
on  the  enemy's  works  towards  evening, 
but  the  sky  was  rapidly  darkening  with 
clouds  which  gathered  and  burst  in  a 
most  furious  storm  of  thunder  and  lightn- 
ing, and  rain.  A  most  sublime  discharge 
of  heaven's  artillery  thus  supersed  the  at- 
tack which  was  to  have  been  made.  This 
morning  the  sky  was  clear  and  weather 
warm. 

Warren  holds  a  position  along  the 
Gordonsville  road  on  the  right.  We  have 
several  lines  of  the  enemy's  works  which 
thev  seem  to  have  abandoned  without 
verv  obstinate  resistance,  but  their  pres- 
ent position  is  a  very  strong  one.  It  is 
impossible  to  tell,  without  a  reconnoi- 
sance  in  force  or  battle,  how  strong  the 
enemy  is  in  front,  but  it  is  generally  be- 
lieved that  after  opposing  us  long  enough 
to  gain  time,  they  will  fall  back  again  tow- 
ards Richmond. 

The  enemy  destroyed  during  yesterday 
morning,  a  large  railroad  trestle  bridge 
across  the  North  Anna. 

Sheridan's  cavalry  have  been  heard 
from,  and  they  have  made  a  most  excel- 
lent report  of  themselves.  They  have 
been  circuiting  arouud  Richmond,  de- 
stroying a  vast  amount  of  property  and 
rendered  uselesa  for  some  distance,  the 
Danville  Railroad.  The  enamy's  caval- 
ry were  entirely  unable  to  offer  them  any 
opposition.  • 

Later. — Our  right  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  communicate  with  the  left  this  side 
of  the  river.  The  enemy  are  now  re- 
ported to  be  confronting  us  in  force.

he    followed    the  Danville 

road  down  through  Poi^hatan  and  Amelia 
<;ounties  to  Chula  Station,  where  a  sharp 
fight  took  place.     The    rebels  were  here 
in  strong  force  as  was  discovered  early  on 
the  morning  of  the   13th,    to  protect  the 
railroad  bridge  across  the  Appomatox. 
It  was   found   impossible   to  dislodge 
I  them,  but  the  sUtion  buildings  and  track 
were  destroyed   by.  our  troops,  and  a  lo- 
comotive  under  steam  was  burned  and 
blown  up.     Gen.  Kautz  thenstruck  south- 
ward,  and   destroyed   the     station    and 
track  at  Wilson's  Depot,  at  Black's  and 
White's,  and  at  Wellsville,    on  the  Pe- 
tersburg and  Lynchburg  railroad.     This 
was  on  the  Uth,  about  evening.    Passing 
through  Nottoway  county  to  the   center 
of  Brunswick    county,   on  the  15th,    the 
command    reached   Lawrencevillu  at  10 
p.  M.,  where  it   bivouacked  for  the  night. 
Leaving  Lawrenceville  on  the  morning  of 
the  16tb,  a  movement  was  made  on  Bell- 
field,  on  the  Petersburg  and  Weldon  rail- 
road,  in  Greenville   county,    where  the 
enemy    being    found    very    strong,    the 
column  was  moved  up  the  Petersburg  aiid 
Weldon  railroad    to  Jarrett's  Station,  in 
Sussex  county,  the  scene  of  the  first  raid 
by  Gen.  Kautz. 

Water  tanks,  &c.,  we-e  in  process  of 
reconstruction  and  the  roads  were  repair- 
ing at  this  point.  The  tanks  were  again 
de'stroyed,  and  the  road  dislocated  and 
torn  up.  A  fine  pontoon  train  was  also 
de  stroyed. 

The  column  then  struck  for  Freeman's 
Briiige,  a  coanty  structure  across  the 
Nottoway  River.  On  reaching  it,  a  rebel 
force  was  found  engaged  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  bridge  The  bridge  was  onl> 
partially  demolished,  however,  when  the 
command  reached  it,  which  was  about 
midnight  of  the  16th.  The,  pontooniers 
of  the  command  were  immediately  put  to 
work ;  the  bridge  was  rebuilt  in  a  few 
hours,  and  at  daylight  of  the  17th  the 
command  proc«jded  for  City  Point,  with 
in  our  lines,  which  was  reached  late  in 
the  evening. 

The  command  of  Gen.  Kautz  was  har- 
assed at  all  available  points  by  the  enemy. 
Yet  the  work  which  this  gallant  cavalry 
oflicer  set  out  to  perform  was  fully  accom- 
plished.    Large  amounts  of  rebel  com- 
missary stores,  in  depots  and  mills,  were 
captured  and  brought  in,  and  the  resour- 
ces of  the  rebel  army  seriously  crippled. 
On  nearing  City  Point  a  culvert  on  the 
Petersburg  Railroad,  previously  destroyed 
by  Gen.  Kautz,  was  found  to  be  in  pro- 
cess  of  reconstruction      This  was   once 
more  thoroujjhly  destroyed,  together  with 
all  the  material  provided  for  its  comple- 
tion. 


Station. 

The  rebel  line  forms  two  sides  of  a  tri- 
angle, its  apex  being  opposite  Oxford, 
where  Burnside  crossed  on  the  night  of  the 
24th.  From  the  apex  of  the  rebel  line  its 
right  line  extends  in  a  north-easterly 
direction,  crossing  the  Fredericksburg 
Railroad  at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees 
and  covering  the  junction.  The  lefl  wing 
extends  in  a  south-westerly  direction, 
cutting  the  Central  Railroad  and  running 
northwestward. 

Hancock  confronts  the  enemy's  right 
wing  on  our  left,  and  extends  his  line 
parallel  with  that  of  the  enemy,  across 
the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Poto- 
mac Railroad. 

Burnside's  line  is  in  position  opposite 
the  apex  of  the  enemy's  works,  and  faces 
southwards. 

The  enemy's  works  in  front  of  Hancock 
can  only  be  carried  with  great  loss. 

New  York,  May  28. 
The  Times  special  dated  Headquarters, 
May  25th,  noon,  says  this  morning  finds 
our  advance  pushed  three  miles  south  of 
North  Anna  river,  and  across  the  Vir- 
ginia Central  railroad,  which  has  been 
effectually  destroyed.  No  engagement 
has  occurred. 

The  main  body  of  the  rebels  appear  to 
have  drawn  back  to  the  South  Anna, 
which  is  a  line  they  have  been  long  pre- 
paring, and  mean  to  defend  to  the  last. 
Their  advanced  line  lies  along  Long 
Creek,  one  mile  north  of  the  South  Anna .

The  reb- 
els have  always  been  vain  of  being  led  by 
one  of  such  pure  blood,  sueh  stainless 
honor.  Justly  enough  by  their  standard. 
But  let  us  put  him  to  a  civilized  test. 

What  is  his  blooil?  His  pran- 
falher,  U.  II.  Lee.  had  the  taint  oftrea- 
.son  in  him.  Writing  in  171)0,  on  the 
Federal  Con.stitution,  he  said,  "When 
we,  [the  youtli]  attain  our  natural  de- 
gree of  population,  I  Hatter  myself  that 
we  shall  hav.)  tlic  power  to  do  ourselves 
justioo,  with  Jijisolvint/  the  bond  ichich 
binds  jw  together:'  His  great  uncle. 
"Li-^t- Horse  Harry,"  was  stigmatized  by 
Jet!erson,  who  knew  him  well,  as  an  '  in- 
tri<;uer."  "an  informer,"  a  "miserable 
tergivcrsator." 

Major  den.  Chsis.  Lee,  of  Revolution- 
ary meniorv,  and  a  kinsman,  was,  as  one 
inav  see  bv  Irving's  Washington,  not  only 
a  calumniator  of  Washiii^^ton,  but  wa.-*  a 
plotter  to  supeiscde  him;  he  was  tried 
by  court  martial  .liter  the  battle  of  Mon- 
mouth, was  found  guiliy  of  dis6bedience 
of  orders,  disbehavior  before  the  enemy, 
and  disrespect  to  the  L'oininaiuler-in- 
ihief;  was  .stibscipicntly  diMuisscd  from 
the  service  in  disgrace,  and  soon  alter 
ward  died  in  lleikley  county,  Virgiuia, 
leaving  in  his  will  these  words  :  "1  tlesire 
most  earnestly  that  1  may  not  be  buried 
It!  aiiv  churcii  or  cburcbyard,  or  within  a 
mile  of  any  I'resbyterim  cr  eonsecrati  d 
meeting  bouse;  for,  since  I  resided  in 
this  country,  1  h:u'e  k-i>t  so  niuc'j  bad 
company,  while  living,  that  I  do  not 
ehojse  to  continue  it  when  dead." 

The  great  un<le,  Arthur  Lee,  was  the 
libeltr  of  Franklin  and  Jay  and  .leilVr- 
.>on.  a-  d  is  described  by  'lacker,  in  his 
life  of  the  latter,  toha\c  been  "siognlar- 
Iv  impraclji  able  in  his  ten. per  and  dispo 
>ition. "'

Though  Atlanta  is  said  to  lie  strongly 
fortified  by  art,  it  is  reported  to  be  much 
more  assailable  aiul  less  defensible  tlaii 
the  successive  positions  from  which  the 
rebels  have  been  driven  at  Chattanooga, 
IJuzzard's  Roost,  Dalton  and  llesaca,  in 
the  mountain  fastnesses  of  Northern 
(Jeorgia.  wliich  were  aUpost  impregnable 
by  nature  and  hail  been  fortifieti  with 
great  labor. 

Atlanta,  on  the  other  band,  is  situated 
in  a  plain  country  and  can  be  more  readi- 
ly invested  than  either  of  the  other  plaeos. 
If  Johnston  places  his  army  behind  its 
defenses  with  a  view  to  await  the  result 
ol  a  siege  he  is  lost,  with  his  whole  army. 
In  any  event  we  may  eouj\t  with  tolera- 
ble certainty  on  the  early  possession  of 
this  important  point. 

Atlanta  is  the  most  enterprising  and 
most  Yankee  city  of  the  South.  It  con- 
tains a  population  of  nearly  ."5u,tMH>,  com- 
posed largely  of  Northern  tradesmen 
and  mechanics,  (hi  the  north  of  it  lies 
a  magnificent  grain  comitry,  the  granary 
of  the  "  Confederacy,"  and  on  the  south 
the  richest  cotton-fields  of  the  South.  It 
is  the  depot  of  military  manufacture  for 
the  rebels  and  it  is  said :

For  the  third  time  since  be  crossed  the 
Rapidan,  Grant  has  out-Uanked  Lee,  and 
turned  the  fornwlable  fortifications  where 
the  rebel  Ciencral  had  hoped  to    hold  his 
antagonist  at   bay.     On    Wednesday  the 
rebel  army  held  a  strong  position  covar- 
Ing  the  junction    of   the  Virginia  Central 
and  Richmond  and  Fredericksburg— Sax- 
ton  Junction— which  could  not  have  been 
carried  without  great  loss    ol    life.     And 
it  we  had    dislodged  the    enemy  from  his 
works  here,  he  had  still    stronger   works 
upon  the  South  Anna  to   fall  back   upon. 
F'ive    miles    west    of    this    ])Osition     the 
North  and  South  Anna  unite  to  from  the 
I'amunkey.  and  so  to  neutralize  the   ad- 
vantages of  Lee's  long  prepared  lines  ol 
entrenchments.    Grant   .luielly    withdrew 
his      army      across    the     North    Anna, 
and    by  a  rapi<l    march  to    the     soutli- 
east       of        ten       or       fifteen       miles, 
.swung  his    army    across    the    Pamunky. 
threatening  the  rear  of  Lee's  works  on  the 
South  Anna,  and    of  course   compelling 
him  to  beat  a  rapid  retreat.     Grant  seems 
to  have  crossed  the  fords  or  bridges  near 
Hanover    Court   House,   according  to   a 
Times'  special,  an.l    th.-n  to  have    moved 
farther  down    the    Pamunky,  tor  bis  dis- 
patch,   .pioted   by    Stanton,  is    dated   at 
Hanovertown   on  that   river,   about  thir 
teen  miles  northwest  ot  Richmonil,  whili' 
his  armv  held  a  position  three  miles  south 
of  the    river,  or    about   ten    miles    from 
Richmond.     From    which  w.-    may  infer 
that  Grant  is  swinging  his  army  round  so 
as  to»  op^'n    communications  with   a  new 
base  on  the  York,  or  perhaps  even  on  the 
James   Fiver.     For.  it    is    obvious,  that 
Grant  has  the  choice  of  two  lines  of  oper- 
ations :  one.   that    of   McCleUan,  north- 
east of  Richmond,  with  his  base  on  the 
York  River,  or    on  the    James,  or   both, 
and  one  south  of  Richmond,  with  his  base 
atthepo/«<  (i'«/>i>iu.held  by  Butler  at  City 
Point.     Now.  it  is  one   of    the    beautiful 
possibUities  of  the  campaign,  that  Grant 
may  be    he  about  to   transfer  Ms  whole 
arm;/  smith  of  the  James  Biier.     It  would 
be  just  such  a  movement  as  might  be  ex- 
pected frum  the  splendid  audacity  of  the 
Lieutenant  General,  and  would,  in  fact, 
be  but  a  repetition,  on  a  larger  scale,  ol 
the  outllanking  movements  with  which  he 
has    bewildered    and    circumvented   Lee 
since  the  opening   of  the  campaign,  and 
of   the  magnificent  stroke  of  strategy  by 
which  he  captured  Vicksburg. 

It    is    hard    to   see  any  obstacle  to  the 
successful  execution  of  such  a  movement, 
and  once  accomplished  it  would   necessa- 
rily compel  the    immediate  evacuation  of 
Richmond,   for  Grant  would  be  upon  all 
its     remaining    lines    of    communication 
with  the  South.

For  example,  the  la.^t 
edition  of  Kent  savs  that  "  all  the  high  law 
authorities  in  Westminster  TIall,  in  the  case 
of  the  Creole,  gave  their  opinions  in  the  Brit- 
ish House  of  Lords,  in  February,  1842.  that 
the  English  and  international  lawViiil  not  au- 
thorize the  surrender  ol  fugitive  criminals  of 
anv  degree,  and  that  the  right  to  denunul  ami 
surrender  mnst  be  founded  on  treaty,  or  it 
does  not  exist.

The  FraDCO-Meiican  Resolution 

Correspondence      between 

Secretary  Seward  and 

Minister  Dayton. 

Washington,  May  24. 
The  following   is  the   correspondence 
submitted  to   the   House  to-day  by   the 

I'resident : 

Department  of  Statu,  ) 
Washixoton,  April  7ih,  1864.  S 
Sir — I  here  send  you  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution which  passed  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  the  4th  inst.  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,  and  which  declare."!  the  oppo- 
sition of  that  body  to  a  recognition  of  a 
monarchy  in  Mexico.  M.  Godfrey  has 
lost  no  time  in  asking  an  explanation  ol 
this  proceeding.  It  is  hardly  necessary, 
after  what  1  liave  heretofore  written 
with  perfect  cajidor  for  the  information 
of  France,  to  say  that  this  resolution  tru- 
ly interprets  tlie  unanimous  sentiment  of 
the  people  of  the  United  States  in  regard 
to  Mexico.  It  is,  however,  another  and 
distinct  question  whether  the  United 
States  would  think  it  necessary  or  prop- 
er to  express  themselves  in  the  form 
adopted  by  the  House  ol  Representatives 
at  this  time. 

This  is  a  practical  and   merely  execu- 
tive question,  and  the  decision  ot  its  con- 
stitutionality belongs  not    to    the    House 
of  Representatives,    nor   even    to     Con- 
gress, but  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States.     You  will  of  course    take   notice 
that  the  declaration  made  by    the    House 
of  Representatives  is  in  the    form    of    a 
joint  resolution,  which,  before  it  can    ac- 
(juire  the  form  of  a  legislative   act,   must 
receive,    first,    the    concurrence    of    the 
Senate,  and,  secondly,   the   approval   of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  or,  in 
case  of  his  reserved  assent,  of  both  houses 
of  Congress,  to  be  expressed    by  a   ma- 
jority of  two-thirds  of  each  body. 
(While  the  President  receives  the    dec- 
laration of  the  House  of  Representatives 
with  the  profound  respect  to    which  it    i.i 
entitled  as  an    exposition    of    its    views 
upon  a  grave  and  important   subject,    he 
dirt'cts  that  you    inform  the  government 
of  France  that  he  does  not  at  present  con- 
template any  departure   from  the  policy 
which  this  government  has  hitherto   pur- 
sued in  regard  to  the   war    which    exists- 
between  France  and  Mexico.     It  is  hard- 
ly necessary  to  say   that   the   proceeding 
of  the   House    ot    Representatives    was 
adopted  on    suggestions     arising    within 
itsell.  and  not  upon  a  communication    of 
the  Executive  Department,  and  that    the 
French  government  woul-i  be  seasonably 
appiised  of  any  change  of    policy    upon 
this  subject  which   the  President  might  at 
any  future  time  think  it  proper  to  adopt.

P.utis,  April  22,  18(>4.— I  visited  M. 
Dro  nyn  de  L'lluys  yesterday,  at  the  De- 
part!, tent  of  Foreign  Aflairs.  The  first 
words  he  aiUre.ssed  to  me  on  entering  thi; 
room  ^k'ere,  *'  Do  you  bring  us  peace,  or 
bring  us  war?"  1  asked  him  to  what  he 
referred,  and  he  said  he  referred  more 
immediately  to  the  resolution  recently 
passed  bv  Congress  in  reference  to  the 
inv  vsion  of  Mexii-o  by  the  French,  and 
the  e  stablishiTi  Pnt  of  Maximilian  upon  the 
thron.s  of  the  country.  1  replied  that  1 
did  not  think  France  had  a  right  to  infer 
that  we  were  about  to  make  war  against 
her  on  3.ccount  of  anything  contained  in 
the  resolution  ;  that  it  i-mbodied  nothing 
more  than  b%d  been  conetantly  held  out 
to  the  Freiich  govenuiient  from  the  be- 
ginning ;  th  at  I  had  always  represented 
to  the  govei  •nmeiit  here  that  any  action 
upon  their  p  Hrt  interfering  with  the  form 
of  governmen  tof  Mexicc  .would  be  looked 
upon  with  diss  satisfaction  in  our  country, 
and  they  coulti'  not  expect  us  to  be  m 
haste  to  ackno\  'ledge  a.  monarchial  gov- 
ernment, built  u  uon  the  foundation  of  a 
republic  which  w  as  our  next  neighbor; 
that  I  had  reason  .'o  be.'ieve  you  h.id  held 
the  same  language  to  the  French  Minister 
in  the  United  States, 

This  allegation  he  did  nc  't  seem  to  de- 
ny, but  obviously  received  i  be  resolution 
in  ijuestion  as  a  serious  step  upon  our 
part,  and  I  am  told  that  leat'»ns.  seces- 
sionists have  built  largely  upon  ^^is  reso- 
lution as  a  means  of  fomenting  L''  feeling 
between  this  country  and  ourselvc  "*•  ^ir. 
Mason  and  his  Secretary  have  gt'"e  to 
Brussels  to  confer  with  Mr.  Dudley  X^aiin, 
who  is  their  commiss'oner  at  that  pK  ^ee. 
Mr.  Slidell,  it  i.^  said,  was  to  have  go  ne 
to  Austria,  although  he  has  not  got  otT.

Drouyn  de  THuys  seemed  quite  satisfied, 
and  noticing  the  apparent  fact  that  the 
extreme  sensitiveness  of  the  French  gov- 
ernment relative  to  the  House  resolu- 
tions has  subsided. 

Mr.  Seward  wrote  very  briefly  on  May 
9th  and  May  2l8t,  expressing  his  entire 
satisfaction  at  what  Mr.  Dayton  had  said 
in  his  interview  with  the  French  Minis- 
ter.

Crekk,  May  '22,  1864.— The  arrival  last 
evening  of  Maj.  Gen.  Hunter  and  stalFat 
the  headquarters  of  Gen.  Sigel,  created 
considerable  excitement  throughout  the 
different  camps,  and  the  greatest  anxiety 
was  displayed  by  both  oilicers  and  men  to 
learn  the  object  of  his    unexpected  visit. 

Gen.  Sigel  was  absent  ftoin  headquar- 
ters when  (icn.  Hunter  arrived,  but  soon 
returned  and  found  Gen.  Hunter  sitting 
on  the  porch  of  ^he  "Height  Mansion," 
awaiting  his  return.  They  shook  hands 
conlially,  and  immeditely  returned  to 
Gen.  Sigel's  private  apartments. 

Early  this  morning  the  following  or- 
ders were  promulgated  to  the  command  :

A  lady  »«t  the  present  prices  is  a  luxury 
too  great  for  an  ordinary  man  to  contem- 
plate ;  the  figures  attached  plainly  to  her 
making  up  and  adornments  would  frighten 
any  man  who  did  not  posess  a  printing 
press  of  his  own  that  could  turn  out  an 
unlimited  nnmber  of  greenbacks. 

Take  the  lady  for  instance,  who  sweeps 
the  pavement  as  she  passes  to  the  marble 
steps  of  a  dry  goods  palace  Her  dress 
is  a  rich  mauve  vmire  antique,  at  eight 
dollars  per  yard  and  it  is  trimmed  with 
lace  leaves  edged  with  tiny  drop  buttons, 
which  we  happen  to  know  can  be  purchas- 
ed only  at  six  dollars  per  pair.  Twelve 
pairs,  including  the  epaulets  and  trim- 
ming for  the  body,  would  be  required,  at 
the  very  least,  involving  a  co-t  of  seven- 
ty-five dollars  for  the  trimming  alone.— 
Add  fifteen  vardAf  moire,  at  eight  dol- 
lars, and  you  reach  nearly  two  hundred 
dollars,  without  the  making,  which,  to- 
gether with  lining  and  smaller  items,  will 
be  thirty  dollars  more.  Her  magnificent 
cloak  is  of  black  velvet,  enriched  with  a 
profusion  of  jet  and  guipure  lace,  and 
was  imported  at  a  cost  of  five  hundred 
dollars.  Her  hat  is  Parisian  also,  and  with 
its  sweeping  plume,  which  is  the  envy  ol 
half  her  female  hriends,  was  considered 
cheap  at  fifty  dollars. 

W  ere  it  worth  while  to  come  down  to 
smaller  details,  we  could  enumerate  her 
collar  of  real  point,  which  cobt  fifteen  dol- 
lars ;  her  lace  covered  parasol,  which  cost 
twenty-five  dollars  ;  her  lace  edged  mou- 
choir,  a  bargain  at  forty  dollars  ;  and  her 
daintv  walking  boots,  which,  it  is  com- 
plained, do  not  pay  the  price  of  exchange 
at  seven  dollars  per  pair.  Kven  then  we 
leave  out  the  jeweled  watch,  the  dainty 
fitting  gloves,  once  one  dollar,  now  two 
dollars  per  pair,  and  two  boxes  of  which 
scarcely  suffice  for  a  season.

The  total  here  presented  was  much 
more  alarming  to  the  young  lady  princi- 
pallv  interested  than  it  can  possibly  be  to 
the  reader.  She  had  come  to  New  York 
with  a  check  for  three  thousand  dollars  to 
purchase  an  outfit,  exclusive  of  a  watch 
which  she  possessed,  and  jewels  which 
were  to  be  presented  by  her  lover.  To 
her  astonishment  she  found  herself  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  ahead  of 
her  cash  book,  and'  sundry  articles,  such 
as  veils,  furs,  scarfs,  fancy  combs,  collar- 
ettes, handkerchiefs,  and  the  like,  still 
unpurcliased.  She  could  not  charge  her- 
self with  extravagance.  A  Paisley  shswl 
and  a  real  lace  shawl  liad  been  among  the 
desirables  insisted  upon  by  the  mother, 
and  a  rich  wedding  dress  was  an  ultima- 
tum with  her  father. 

She  had  bought  no  hundred  dollar 
handkerchiefs  or  camel's  hair  shawls,  no 
furs,  no  expensive  winter  cloaks  or  deli- 
cate bijouterie ;  yet  the  fact  stared  her 
plainly  in  the  face  that  the  money  which 
she  had  imagined  capable  of  buying  all 
these  things  was  gone,  and  that  two  thou- 
sand more  would  be  needed  before  this 
year  was  out  to  supply  other  indispensi- 
ble  requisites  to  a  fashionable  wardrobe.

One  beautiful  lady 
wore  a  superb  rose  de  chine  satm,  em- 
broidered with  real  pearls.  Upon  her 
head,  and  enveloping  her  entire  person, 
was  a  magnificent  veil  of  real  lace,  also 
embroidered  with  pearls.  The  goddess 
IMana  was  represented  by  a  young  lady 
m  a  short  dress  cf  ponceau  satin,  em- 
broidered with  golden  arrows  ;  the  top- 
boots  were  of  red  satin  to  match  the 
dress,  and  were  finished  with  golden 
heels  and  tassels.  Another  young  lady 
wore  a  short  ilress  of  green  satin,  green 
satin  boots  with  silver  heels,  and  laces,

A  ladv,  well  known  in  the  world  of 
fashion,  wore  a  rich  robe  of  white  satin, 
embroidered  all  over  with  dominoes; 
head-dress  and  White  satin  boots  were 
made  to  correspond.

The  citv  must  frequently  be  ransacked 
for  some  small  yet  indispensable  item  of 
mater-il,  and  as  only  a  few  artists  arc 
capable  of  executing  the  orders,  their 
time  and  iitgenuity  become  doubly  valu- 
able. . 
(Jentlemen  are  frequently  not  a  whit 
behind  ladies  even  in  the  matter  of  dress. 
On  the  occasion  above  mentioned,  the 
costumes  of  the  gentlemen  consisted  in 
suits  of  black  velvet,  knee  breeches, 
rufUes  of  lace,  and  diamond  buttons.

NiiAit  IIanovkr  Junction.  May  24— 
midnight. — We  have  to  dispatch  at  once 
the  most  complete  and  brilliant  success 
of  Grant's  strategy.  The  grand  Hank 
movement  just  executed  has  driveii  the 
enemy  from  his  entrenchments  at  Spott- 
sylvania Court  House,  and  our  army  has 
pushed  on  toward  Uichinond  with  such 
vigor  that  we  have  tonight  forced  the 
crossi'g  of  the  North  Anna  river,  and 
the  enemy  have  been  unable  to  present  a 
solid  front  before  us. 

We  proceed  to  narrate  the  marches 
and  contlicts.  Hancock  led  the  march 
in  this  hazardous,  but  successful  strategy  : 
Torbert's  reserve  cavalry  precede  I  him 
upon  the  road,  skirmishing  and  fighting 
with  the  cavalry  of  the  enemy. 

The  first  day's  march  had  found  Han- 
cock six  miles  bevoud  Uowling  Green, 
near  Milford  Stati  jn,  strongly  intrenched 
with  three  lines  of  earthworks,  where  the 
single  corps  would  gladly  have  met  and 
easilv  repulsed  the  whole  of  Lee's  army. 
Hancock  held  and  strengthened  this  posi- 
tion on  Sundav,  far  in  advance  upon  the 
enemy's  Hank,' while  tin.  other  corps  were 
moving  in  to  support  him.

Some  professed  to  believe   that  the   city 
was  in  no  danger.     The   ringing  of  that 
a'arin-bell  did  not  sound  like  peace,  safety 
and  security.     Even  then  the  enemy  were 
t  Hindering  at  the  outer  gates  of  the  cap- 
ital from  two    opposite   diaections.     He 
would  counsel  an  instant  organization  for 
our  common  defense.     There  were  men 
on  this  floor,  men  of  acknowledged  mili- 
tary ability  and   experience,  men  whom 
Napoleon  would  not  have  rejected  m  the 
ranks  of  his  grenadiers,  whose  experience 
would  be  valuable  in   such  an  organiza- 
tion.    The   success  of  great  battles  has 
tJtrned  upon  tbe   presence  of  one  mere 
company    in    critical   moments.     He  re- 
carded  the  present  as  no  time  for  balder- 
dash and  jesting,  but  for  sober,  serious 
consitleration  and  a<tioii      He  liad   pro- 
posed the  resolution   in    all   seriousness, 
an<l  would  like  to  see  it  treated  with  that 
consideration  due  it. 

Mr.  McMuUen,  of  Virginia,  supported 
the  resol'ition,  and  was  opposed  to  any 
reference  or  delay.  _ 

Mr.  Chambers,  of  Mississippi,  said  he 
did  not  want  to  be  understood  as  making 
H'^bt  of  the  resolution,  as  the  mover  had 
-harmed.       His    colleague    thought    the 
Capi"tal  m  danger ;  he,  tor  one,  did  nut. 
If   there  was    any  darger  likely  to  grow 
Imminent   into  peril,  the  military  would 
"ive  the  executive  and  legislative  bodies, 
timely  notice,  so  that  the  security  of   the 
Confederate  Government  should   not  be 
jeopardlzetl.     As  for  himself,  he  had  been 
sent  here   as   a  representative,   and   he 
would   preserve   that   character  until  it 
became  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to 
assume  another.     He  might  go  upon  the 
battle-field,  get  killed,  and  never  be  mis- 
sed, but  there  were  constituted  militarj- 
authority,  and  constituted  legislative  bod- 
ies, and  both  had   important  functions  to 
pKi^form    in  the  hour  of   danger  and  trial 
like  this.     He  was  satisfie.l  that  if  danger 
was  nigh,  Congress  would  hear  from  the 
President,  and    means  would   be  at  hand 
to  secure  the  safety  of  all,  aud  preserve 
tlje  Confederate  Government  intact. 

Mr.  Foote  was  opposed  to  any  modifi- 
cation ol  the  resolution,  and  the  march- 
ing away  of  the  Congressional  company 
to  the  front  jiost  of  danger.  He  did  not 
believe  it  would  ruin  or  hurt  the  Govern- 
ment imich  if  some  were  killed. 

Mr.  Chambers  inquired  whether  th^ 
gentleman  spoke  for  himself  alone. 

Mr.  Blandford,  of  Georgia,  moved  to 
lay  the  resolution  on  the  table,  which 
motion  failed.  . 

Mr.  Barksdale,  of  Mississippi,  submit- 
ted an  amendment,  granting  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  all  mempers  who  wanted  to  at- 
tach themselves  to  some  mllifary  compa- 
ny for  the  defense  of  the  capital. 

Mr.  Orr,  of  Mississippi,  offered  an 
amendment  to  an  amendment,  providing 
that  while  the  enemy  continue  to  threaten 
Richmond,  members  may  attach  them- 
selves ?o  different  military  organizations, 
with  a  view  to  lessen  a  wholesale  capture. 
Mr.  Orr  contended  that  no  member  had  a 
right  to  place  his  usefulness  to  his  con- 
stituency in  danger. 

Mr.  Orr  withdrew  his  amendment,  and 
Mr.  Barksdale  pressed  his. 

Mr.  Foote  contended  that  Congress 
had  a  co-operate  duty  to  perform  as  a 
body,  and  it  would  not  do.  while  the  more 
patriotic  were  off    fighting

Suii  lay  at  llanoertown.  Ki'tliin  vtreu 
miles  of  liichmond,  in  .li-jht  of  iis  spires. 
and  almost  within  hearing  of  its  alarm 
bells,  bis  left  stretthing  along  the  Me- 
ol)anic<ville  road,  and  he  had  perfected  his 
coaimuncations  with  White  House,  fif- 
teen miles  disUnr..  His  advance  had 
been  attacked,  and  after  a  '  fhnrf,  sharp 
and  deti-ive  contest"  bad  rcpuUed  th<. 
enemy.  Gen.  Smith,  with  a  portion  of 
Butler's  .irmy,  had  been  detached  from 
the  commind  of  the  latter  to  reinforcf 
Grant.  Kvery thing  betokens  tne  immi- 
nency  of  the  great  and  final  crisis  of  the 
campaign.  The  game  of  stralegy  nears 
its  tragic  ending.  The  plot  approaches 
its  catastrophe.  Grant  has  Lee  cornered. 
He  ha*  got  him,  we  take  it,  where  he 
must  fight  or  die. 

All  the  availible  forces  of  the  rebellion 
will  now  be  massed  under  Lee  to  dispute 
Grant's  passage  of  Chickabominy ;  not 
(wo  guess)  to  prevent  hini  entering  Rich- 
mond on  the  side  now  trontmg  him, 
though  it  In;  but  seven  miles  distant,  but 
to  prevent  hitn  .sliding  past  Kicbmond  to 
Turkey  Point,  or  lla-Mll's  landi;;g,  now 
but  IH  miles  distant,  on  the  James  river, 
opposite  the  neck  of  land  where  Butler 
lies  entrenched,  holding  open  the  back 
door  of  liichmond,  f  jr  Iiim  to  enter  —the 
real  object  of  Butler's  position. 

If  this  theory  of  Grant's  purpose  be  the 
true  one,  the  Cbickaboini:iy  is  the  Ru- 
bicon of  the  contest.  ()uce  fairly  across 
that  famous  stream,  where  he  can  open 
communications  with  Butler,  Grant  is 
master  of  the  situation  and  Richmond  is 
inevitably  gone  up. 

We  are  more  and  more  confirmed  in 
the  conviction  that  the  great,  decisive 
battles  of  the  campaign  will  be  fought 
right  here  ou  the  C'hickahomiiiy,  and  that 
the  maximum  resistance  of  the  enemy 
will  be  encounfereil  right  here.  If  Lee 
is  defeated,  or  even  outtlankc<l  here,  his 
case  is  a  hopeless  one.  The  rebel 
cause  hangs  for  the  first  time  upon  the 
issue  of  a  single  decisive  battle.  For,  if 
Lee  is  defeated  it  will  not  avail  him  to 
fall  back  to  the  defenses  of  Richmond. 
Grant  will  slip  past  Richmond  to  City 
Point,  and  in  two  days  march  em  'rge  in 
the  rear  of  the  rebel  capital,  destroying 
his  communications  with  the  South,  and 
compel  a  surrender. 

If  it  is  said :  why  that  would  expose 
Washington — we  reply  that  even  now 
Lee  is  in  no  condition  to  attempt  a  jour- 
nej  of  a  hundred  miles  on  such  a  foors 
errand.  He  cannot  spare  the  force  or 
carry  the  supplies  for  so  hazardous  a  ven- 
ture, and  if  he  experiences  a  defeat  on 
the  Cbickahominy  be  will^in  a  far  worse 
condition  for  the  enterprise.  Besides, 
Grant  is  already  providing  against  such  a 
possibility  by  duetroying  all  the  bridges 
uver  the  North  and  Soutl>  Anna,  aau 
blocking  up  the  road  northward. 

Great  apprehensions  have  been  ex- 
pressed lest  Lee  should  leave  a  part  of 
his  force  within  the  fortifications  of  Rich- 
mond, and  with  the  rest  reinforce  Beau- 
regard, so  as  to  fall  upon  Butler  with  an 
overwheloiing  force,  crush  his  army,  and 
then  ad.l  Beauregard's  force  to  Lee's  to 
oppose  Grant. 

This  would  be  a  verj-  pretty  operation 
if  Lee  dare  withdraw  his  army  behind 
his  Richmond  defence.^.  We  think  we 
have  shown  that  he  dare  not  do  this,  for 
to  do  it  would  be  to  remove  every  ob- 
stacle to  Grant's  immediate  junction  with 
Butler,  and  by  the  time  Lee's  reinforce- 
ments had  reached  Beauregard,  be  would 
find  himself  confronted,  not  by  Butler 
with  one  corps,  but  by  the  terrible  Grant 

himself  with  six.

Gen.  X.  J.  T.  Dana  and  start  arrived 
on  the  Lansing  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
are  putting  up  at  the  International.  Gen. 
I»ana  is  accompanied  by  his  family. 

His  tour  is  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
up  and  forwarding  troops  to  the  front. 
He  fias  visited  all  the  Posts  in  Ohio,  In- 
diana, Illinois,  Kentucky,  Missouri, Iowa, 
Michigan,  and  Minnesota,  and  forwarded 
in  all  some  60,0rt(^  troops  which  were 
lying  around  loose. 

The  .Sixth  Regiment  is  all  that  will  be 
sent  from  tbia  State  at  present.  The 
Ninth  Regiment,  as  we  have  previously 
noted,  has  been  ordered  tP  Little  Rock, 
and  it  has  probably  lefl  St.  Louis  before 
this  time,  as  it  was  collected  there  last 
week.  The  Seventh  and  Tenth  Minne- 
sota, which  are  now  at  Paducab  and  Co- 
lumbus, Kentucky,  are  under  orders  for 
the  same  destination,  and  wnl  leave  as 
soon  as  hundred  day  men  arrive  to  gam- 
son  their  present  posts. 

We  regret  to  learn,  as  will  all  of  Gen. 
Dana's  numerous  friends  in  the  city, 
that  his  stay  is  very  short  indeed.  He 
will  perhaps  leave  this  evening,  or  to- 
morrow morning.  Among  the  many  oUl- 
cers  contributed  by  our  State  to  the  army 
of  the  Union,  none  stands  higher,  cr 
more  justly  deserves  praise  and  confi- 
dence than  3Iajar  General  Dana.  His 
military  career  is  without  a  stain  or  a 
blunder,  while  bis  sword  is  still  unsheath- 
ed and  ready  for  service  in  any  duty  de- 
manded of  him.  Tnat  now  assigned  to 
him  is  fully  as  important  as  any,  but  we 
venture  to  say  that  General  Dana  would 
prefer  an  active  command,  and  will  not 
be  surpiised  to  hear  that  he  has  been  or- 
dered to  the  Potomac.  No  matter  wliere

An  official  dispatch  from  the  head- 
ijuarters  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  at 
Magaehilk  Church,  ten  miles  from  Han- 
overtown,  dated  yesterday,  o  o'clock  i'. 
.M.,  has  just  been  received.  It  states  that 
our  army  was  withdrawn  to  the  north 
side  of  the  North  Anna  on  Thursday 
night,  and  noved  towards  Ilanovertown, 
the  place  designated  for  crossing  the  Pa- 
muukey.

Daatli  of  Hon.  Joshua  B.Oid(lii]gs. 

The  telegraph  announces  the  death  of 
the  Nestor  of  American  btatesmen,  the 
Hon.  Joshua  lieed  Giddmgs.  He  died 
on  Friday  evening  at  Montreal,  of  heart 
ilisease.  at  the  ripe  age  of  sixty-nine.  He 
•was  born  at  Athens,  Bradford  county, 
Penn..  Oct.  G,  1786.  When  he  was  ten 
years  of  age  his  parents  emigrated  to 
^'.shtabula  county,  Ohio,  and  were  among 
tbe  first  settleis  in  that  part  of  the  West- 
ern Reserve.  When  less  than  seventeen 
years  of  age  be  enlisted  as  a  soldier,  and 
participated  in  two  battles  with  the  In- 
dians. He  commenced  the  study  of  the 
law  in  1817,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  1820. 

In  182l»  he  was  chosen  a  representative 
to  the  State  Legislature,  and,  after  serving 
one  term,  declined  a  re-election,  and  de- 
voted himself  to  his  profession  until  1828, 
when  he  was  elected  to  Congress  as  the 
successor  of  Hon.  Elisba  Whittlesey. 
From  a  boy,  inflexibly  opposed  to  the 
gigantic  evil  of  slavery,  he  at  once  took  his 
place  by  the  side  of  John  Quincy  Adams  as 
a  supporter  of  tbe  right  of  petition,  and 
became  one  of  tbe  leading  champions  of 
the  abolition  of  the  "institution."  In 
1839  tbe  slaveholders'  rules  prevented  his 
speaking,  but  in  1841,  in  a  speech 
up'in  the  Florida  war,  he  gave  ex- 
pression tQ  his  feelings.  The  celebrated 
Creole  case,  familiar  to  our  readers,  sopn 
came  up,  and  again  be  attacked  the  insti- 
tution in  a  series  of  resolutions.  The 
slave  drivers  and  northern  doughfaces 
censured  him ;  whereupon  he  resigned  his 
beat  and  called  upon  bis  constituents  to 
pass  judgment  upon  bis  case,  which  they 
did  by  re-electing  him  by  an  immense 
majority.  He  resumed  his  seat  May  5, 
1841,  and  held  it  until  March  4,  1859, 
making  his  whole  period  of  service  twen- 
ty-one years.  During  that  time  he  did 
yoeman  service  in  the  great  struggle  with 
slavery.  In  1849  he  made  an  elaborate 
speech,  contending  that  men  could  not 
be  property.  The  same  year  he  defeated 
a  provision  in  the  California  Coast  bill 
legalizing  the  slave  trade  between  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific.  In  the  Oregon 
(luestion  and  the  Armisted  case,  his 
course  is  familiar.  He  refused  to  vote 
for  Taylor  on  anti-slavery  grounds.  He 
violently  opposed  the  compromise  mea- 
sures of  1850,  and  was  conspicuous  in 
the  debates  upon  the  repeal  of  the  Mis- 
souri Compromise  and  the  Kansas  difH- 
culties. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  consul 
at  Montreal.  A  sudden  decease  has  not 
been  unexpected  by  his  friends,  for  death 
had  threatened  him  often  before  and  at 
tbe  very  citadel  of  life  On  May  8,  185C, 
while  addressing  the  House,  he  suddenly 
fell  to  the  floor  in  a  state  of  unconscious- 
ness, from  which,  however,  he  soon  re- 
vived, though  in  a  state  of  great  weak- 
ness. On  January  17, 1868,  he  fell  again 
in  the  same  way,  and  for  some  minutes 
was  8U]>posed  to  be  dead.  At  last  death 
has  overtaken  him,  after  a  life  conscien- 
tiously spent  in  a  fierce  and  uninterrupted 
resistance  to  what  he  deemed  the  sum  of 
all  iniquities.

A  dispatch  from  Gen.  Banks,  dated 
May  '21st,  on  the  Mississippi  River,  was 
read  U)-day.  It  details  tbe  brilliant  in- 
genuity and  achievements  of  Col.  Bailey 
in  constructing  a  dam  across  the  Falls  of 
Red  River  for  the  relief  of  tbe  gunboat 
fleet,  theparticulars  of  which  have  already 
been  made  public. 

The  army,  in  going  from  Alexandria 
to  the  Mississippi,  had  two  engagements 
with  the  enemy,  one  at  Menazona  and 
one  at  Yellow  Bayou,  in  both  of  which 
the  rebels  were  beaten. 

Gen.  Banks  states  that  no  prisoners, 
wagons,  or  other  material  of  the  army 
have  been  captured  by  the  enemy,  except 
that  abandoned  to  him  in  tbe  unexpected 
engagement  at  Sabine  Cress  Roads,  on 
the  morning  of  April  8th.  With  tbe  ex- 
ception of  the  losses  sustained  there,  the 
material  of  the  army  is  complete. 

A  dispatch  has  been  received  from  Gen. 
Butler,  but  no  mention  is  made  of  any 
conflict  since  the  defeat  of  Fitzhugb  Lee  at 
Wi 'son's  Wharf,  by  the  brigade  of  Gen.

Smith,  with  a  portion  of 
Butler's  army,  had  been  detached  from 
the  command  of  the  latter  to  reinforce 
Grant.  Kverything  betokens  toe  immi- 
nenoy  of  the  great  and  final  crisis  of  the 
campaign.  The  game  of  strategy  near? 
its  tragi..*  ending.  Tlie  plot  approaches 
its  catastrophe.  Grant  h.is  Lee  cornered. 
He  has  got  him,  we  take  ir,  where  he 
must  fight  or  die. 

All  the  available  forces  of  the  reb;dHon 
will  now  lie  massed  under  Lee  to  dispute 
Grant's  passage  of  Chickahominy ;  not 
(we  gueiis)  to  prevent  him  entering  llich- 
uionil  on  the  side  no*  frontrnji  him, 
though  it  be  but  seven  miles  distant,  but 
to  ]»revent  him  sliding  [>ast  Uichmond  to 
Turkey  Pjiut,  or  Ha.xail's  landing,  now 
but  18  miles  distant,  on  the  Jamts  river, 
opposite  the  neck  of  lanil  where  Butler 
lies  entrenche<I,  holding  open  the  back 
door  ol  I'iihmond.^  for  him  to  enter  —the 
real  obje  t  of   Butler's  pjsi:Ion. 

If  this  theory  of  G rant'.s  purpose  be  the 
true  one,  the  Chickahominy  is  the  Ru- 
bicon of  the  contest.  Once  fairly  across 
that  famojs  scream,  where  he  can  open, 
(ommunicatiens  wish  Butler,  (>rant  is 
master  ot  the  situation  and  Richmond  is 
inevitably  gone  up. 

We  are  more  and  more  confirmed  in 
the  conviction  th.at  the  great,  decisive 
baitle.t  of  the  campaign  will  tie  fought 
right  here  on  the  Chickahominy,  andibat 
the  maximum  resistance  of  the  enemy 
will  be  encountered  right  here.  If  Lee 
is  defeated,  or  even  outflanked  here,  his 
case  is  a  hopeless  one.  The  rebel 
cause  hangs  for  the  first  time  upon  the 
issue  of  a  single  decisive  battle.  For,  il 
Lee  is  defeated  it  will  not  avail  him  to 
fall  back  to  the  defenses  of  Richmond. 
Grant  will  slip  past  Richmond  to  City 
Point,  and  in  two  days  march  cm  'rgc  in 
the  rear  of  the  rebel  capital,  destroying 
his  communications  with  the  South,  and 
compel  a  surrender. 

If  it  is  said  :  why  that  would  expose 
Wa>hington — we  rtjply  that  even  now 
Lee  is  in  no  condition  to  attempt  a  jour- 
ney of  a  hundred  miles  on  such  a  fool's 
errand.  He  cannot  spare  the  force  or 
carry  the  supplies  for  so  hazardous  a  ven- 
ture, and  if  hi  experiences  a  defeat  on 
the  Chickahominy  he  will  be  in  a  far  worse 
condition  for  the  enterprise.  Besides, 
Grant  is  already  providing  again&t  such  a 
j>ossibility  by  destroying  all  the  bridges 
over  the  North  and  South  Anna,  and 
blocking  up  the  road  northward. 

Great  apprehensions  have  been  ex- 
pressed lest  Lee  should  leave  a  part  of 
his  force  within  the  fortifications  of  Rich- 
mond, and  with  the  rest  reinforce  Beau- 
regard, £0  as  to  fall  upon  Butler  with  an 
overwhelii-ing  force,  crush  his  army,  and 
then  add  Beauregard's  force  to  Lee's  to 
oppose  (irant 

This  would  be  a  very  pretty  operation 
if  Lee  dare  withdraw  his  army  behind 
his  Richmond  defences.  We  think  we 
have  >hown  that  he  dare  not  do  this,  for 
to  do  it  would  be  to  remove  every  ob- 
stacle to  Grant's  immediate  junction  with 
Batler,  and  by  the  time  Lee's  reinforce- 
ments had  reached  Beauregard,  he  would 
find  himself  confronted,  not  bv  Butler 
•with  one  corps,  but  by  the  terrible  Grant 

himself  with  six.

Gen.  X.  J.  T.  Dana  and  staff  arrived 
on  tlie  I^an.siiig  yesterday  afternoon,  .and 
are  putting  up  at  the  International.  Gen. 
Dana  is  accompanied  by  his  family. 

His  tour  is  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
up  and  forwarding  troops  to  the  front. 
He  has  visited  all  the  Posts  in  Ohio,  In- 
diana, Illinois,  Kentucky,  Missouri, Iowa, 
Michigan,  and  Minnesota,  and  lorwarded 
in  all  some  60,000  troops  which  were 
lying  around  loose. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  is  all  that  will  be 
sent  from  this  State  at  present.  The 
Ninth  Regiment,  as  we  have  previously 
noted,  has  been  ordered  to  Little  Rock, 
and  it  has  probably  left  St.  Louis  before 
this  time,  as  it  was  collected  there  last 
week.  The  Seventh  and  Tenth  Minne- 
sota, which  are  now  at  Paducah  and  Co- 
luoibus,  Kentucky,  are  under  orders  for 
the  same  destinatioH,  and  will  leave  as 
soon  as  hundred  day  men  arrive  to  garri- 
son their  present  posts. 

We  regret  to  learn,  as  will  all  of  Gen. 
Dana's  numerous  friends  in  the  city, 
that  his  st:iy  is  very  short  indeed.  He 
will  perhaps  leave  this  evenmg,  or  to- 
morrow morning.  Among  the  many  offi- 
cers contributed  by  our  State  to  the  army 
of  the  Union,  none  stands  higher,  or 
more  justly  deserves  praise  and  confi- 
dence than  Major  General  Dana.  His 
military  career  is  without  a  stain  or  a 
blunder,  while  his  sword  is  still  unsheath- 
ed and  ready  for  service  in  any  duty  de- 
manded of  him.  Tuat  now  assigned  to 
him  is  fully  as  important  as  any,  but  we 
venture  to  say  that  General  Dana  would 
prefer  an  active  command,  and  will  not 
be  surpjised  to  hear  that  he  has  been  or- 
dci—d  to  the  Potomac.

Doath  of  Hon.  Joshua  B.Giddiogs. 

The  telegraph  announces  the  death  of 
the  Nestor  of  American  statesmen,  the 
Hon.  .Joshua  Reed  Giddmgs.  He  died 
on  l'"Vi<Uy  evenintr  at  Montreal,  of  heart 
disease,  at  the  ripe  age  of  sixty-nine.  'He 
was  born  at  Athens,  Bradford  county, 
Penn.,  Oct.  G,  1786.  When  he  was  ten 
years  of  age  his  parents  emigrated  to 
Ashtabula  county, Ohio,  and  were  among 
the  first  settleis  in  that  part  of  the  West- 
ern Reserve.  When  less  than  beventeen 
years  of  age  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier,  and 
participated  in  two  battles  with  the  In- 
dians. He  <;ommenced  the  study  of  the 
law  in  1817,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  1820. 

In  182G  he  was  chosen  a  representative 
to  the  State  Legislature,  and,  after  serving 
one  term,  declined  a  re-election,  and  de- 
V  oted  himself  to  his  profession  until  1828, 
when  he  was  elected  to  Congress  as  the 
suci'essor  of  Hon.  £lisha  Whittlesey. 
Frotti  a  boy,  inflexibly  opposed  to  the 
giganiic  evil  of  slavery,  he  at  once  took  his 
place  by  the  side  of  John  Quincy  Adams  as 
a  tiupi>orter  of  the  right  ot  petition,  and 
became  one  of  the  leading  champions  of 
the  abolition  of  the  "institution.''  In 
1831)  the  slaveholders' rules  prevented  his 
speaking,  but  in  1841,  in  a  speech 
up-^ii  the  Florida  war,  he  gave  ex- 
pression to  his  feelings.  The  celebrated 
Creole  case,  familiar  to  our  readers,  soon 
came  up,  and  again  he  attacked  the  insti- 
tution in  a  series  of  resolutions.  The 
slave  drivers  and  northern  doughfaces 
censured  him ;  whereupon  Le  resigned  his 
neat  and  called  upon  his  constituents  to 
pass  judgment  upon  his  case,  which  they 
did  by  re-electing  him  by  an  immense 
majority.  He  resumed  his  seat  May  6, 
1841,  and  held  it  until  March  4,  18o9, 
making  his  whole  period  of  service  twen- 
ty-one years.  During  that  time  he  did 
yocman  service  in  the  great  struggle  with 
slavery.  In  1841)  he  made  an  elaborate 
speech,  contending  that  men  could  not 
be  property.  The  same  ye.ar  he  defeated 
a  provision  in  the  California  Coast  bill 
legalizing  the  slave  trade  between  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific.  In  the  Oregon 
(juestion  and  the  Armisied  case,  his 
course  is  familiar .  He  refused  to  vote 
lor  Taylor  on  anti-slavery  grounds.  He 
violently  oppo.sed  the  compromise  mea- 
sures of  18.50,  and  w.as  conspicuous  iif 
the  debates  upon  the  repeal  of  the  Mis- 
souri Comprouii.se  and  the  Kansas  difli- 
culties. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  consul 
at  Montreal.  A  sudden  decease  has  not 
been  unexpected  by  his  friends,  for  death 
had  threatened  him  often  before  and  at 
the  very  citadel  of  life  On  May  8,  185G, 
while  addressing  the  House,  he  suddenly 
fell  to  the  floor  in  a  state  of  unconscious- 
ness, from  which,  however,  he  soon  re- 
vived, though  in  a  state  of  great  weak- 
ness. On  .Junuary  17,  l8o8,  he  fell  again 
in  the  same  way,  and  for  some  minutes 
was  supposed  to  be  dead.  At  last  death 
has  overtaken  him,  after  a  life  conscien- 
tiously spent  in  a  fierce  and  uninterrupted

of  the  "Big  Siou.x"  and  -Au  Jmi^vs.  ' 

Yet.  naked  and  bald  as  the  prospect  is, 
»o  far  as  wood  is  concerned,  the  praine 
lor  ten  miles  out  is  dotted  with  well  built 
houses,  and  finaliv.  as  the  timber  of  the 
Blue  Earth  grows  dim  in  the  distance, 
the  hastily  constructed  cabins  of  the 
i<iuatter  marks  the  line   of  the  unclaimed 

lauds. 

For  a  space  we  are  cut  of  sight  ot  both 
timber  and  houses,  and  for   the  first  time 
vo  arc  impressed  with  a  just  id..a  of  the 
peculiar  features  of  the  march   we   have 
undertaken.     At   last    upon  gaining   the 
.summit  of  a  high  ridge,  the  roofs   of  new 
cabins  glisten  in   the   sunlight    in    front. 
We  wonder    what    could    have   induced 
settlement  at   such  remote    points,   but 
reaching  the  top  of   a   still  higher   ridge, 
vshich  has  bounded  the    horizon   in    our 
front  for  miles  back,    the   lakes,    groves, 
and  weU  settled  vicinity  of  the    "Chain 
Lakes'"  lays  before  us,  and   our  curiosity 
is  set  at  rest.     'Ihe  timber,    good   soil, 
and  fine  scenery  of  these  lakes  have  had 
much  to  do  in  advancing    it.-*    settlement. 
At  Fairmont,  or   "central  chain,"    we 
strike  the  first  of  the  cordon    of  posts  de- 
^igned  to  protect  the  frontier    from   the 
incnsiOTs  of  the  Sioux,  and  reaching  from 
F»)rt  Riilgely  to  the  Missouri  river. 

The  stockade  at  Fairmont  is  located 
on  an  eminence  overlooking  the  lake,  is 
.onstructed  rf  earth  and  logs,  with  pali- 
saded bastions  loop-holed  for  small  arms, 
and  was  evidently  built  in  great  haste, 
when  laborers  and  tools  were  scarce. 

From  Chain  Lakes  the  timber  ol  Ikman- 
pidan— our  next  camping  place— was  in- 
.l:,tinctly  made  out.  The  road  between 
the  two  lakes  was  bad,  and  our  heavily 
loiided  teams  often  stalled  Okumanpi- 
dan  lays  on  the  State  line,  and  is  the  lar- 
gest, and  decidedly  the  prettiest  lake  be- 
iween   the  Des  Mcine*    and  Blue   Earth.

From  Oktlmanpidan  the  Coteau  des 
I'rairies.borilering  the  Des  Moines  on  the 
west,  is  clearly  diseernable,  but  though 
apparently  so  close,  we  found  it  a  good 
day's  mareh  distant,  with  a  warm  sun, 
and  were  glad  to  go  into  camp  under  the 
oaks  of  the  valley.  The  prairies  are  now 
becoming  (juite  verdent  and  our  ponies 
were  enabled  to  pick  up  a  very  good  liv- 
ing about  the  wet  spots  and  borders  of 
the  swails  and  mai-shes,  as  their  rations 
of  forage  Icsstn  in  bulk  and  quantity. 

The  plains  about  Des  Moines  sfill  bear 
distinct  traces  of  the 

BUKKAI.O. 

Few  Buffaloes  extend  their  range  so  far 
eouth  as    the    State  line  ;    yet  not  many 
years    have    elapsed    since    BulValoes  in 
great  numbers    frequented    this    region. 
Captain  Reno,  (since  killed  at  AntieUm) 
who  first    struck  out   the  trail  which  con- 
ducts us  to  Sioux   City.    (1853)  saw  sev- 
eral gangs  on    the  survey,  and  the  brave 
captain  uimself    engaged    in    the   chase, 
killing  one  with  a  shot  from  his  revolver.

OBITUARY'. 

The  only  member  who  has  died  since 
the  last  Annual  Meeting,  a.s  far  as  known, 
is  Warren  Woodbury,  of  Dakota  countj-. 
Mr.  Woodbury  came  to  Minnesota  in 
l."S38,  as  a  private  in   co  apany  E,  6th  t'. 

5  Regulars,  stationed  at  Fort  Snelling. 
lie  was  then  aged  18  years.  He  contin- 
ued in  the  army  for  several  years,  and  on 
bis  discharge  still  continued  to  reside  in 
tie  State.  He  soon  afteward  married  a 
half  breed  daughter  of  .Major  Taliaferro— 

6  well  known  army  officer,  who  is  still 
living,  aged  about  8U  years.  By  this 
wife  Mr.  Woodbury  had  several  ebildrm, 
who  are  still  living  with  their  mother  in 
West  St.  Paul.  In  l8o2  Mr.  Woodbury 
made  the  claim  on  which  he  ever  after- 
ward resided.  On  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  in  18G1  he  promptly  enlisted  in 
the  Fi  st  Regiment  for  three  months,  but 
withdrew  when  changed  to  a  three  years 
re" indent.  He  afterwards  enlisted  in  the 
iith  Minnesota  volunteers,  and  died  of 
diseaie  on  July  U,  18G3,  at  Young's 
Point,  La. 

Mr.  Woodbury  was  a  native  of  Maine. 
His  education  was  not  extensive,  but  he 
was  a  plain  coiumou-sense  man.  He  read 
a  very  relVeshing  and  valuable  paper  re- 
lating to  the  early  histrry  of  the  territr. 
ry,  before  the  association  in  1861,  but' 
afterwards  withdrew  it  to  make  some  ad- 
ditions, and  it  ia  feared  that  it  is  now 
lost. 

There  being  no  further  business  before 
the  Oltl  Settlers,  they  adjourned  to  meet 
June  1st,   18G5. 


absence  of  rain,  were   its    prevailing  fe.itures 
until  the  lOih.

During  this   period    of  three 
weeks,  only  17-100    of  an    nich  of  water  was 
deposited.    This    had    little    effect  upon  the 
earth,  sneering  from  the  drought  of  the  pre- 
vious   month.    On    the   2-id    rain  fell  to  the 
amount  of  3-10  ot  »in  inch,  refreshing  the  sur- 
face, and  cowling  the  air,  but  not  of  much  .-ub- 
stantial  benelit.    It  is  gnu.!;  iiig  hL-wcver,  to 
know,  that  this   excessive  drought  is  almost 
entirely  local.    The    rain  of  .Sunday,  the  2*Jd, 
was  copious  both    to   the  north  and   south  of 
us,  and  .luite  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  young 
wheat.    The    condiiion    of   the  river  is  still 
most    discouraging,    and    tlie    high    rate    of 
freights  must  prove  a  ser.ous  injury  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  State.
